Not only were they anxious to 
secure lands for themselves, but also for friends, 
who would, if their report was satisfactory, be 
willing to invest their money. The great 
majority of these Washington ani Idaho mea are 
being brought in by the agents of the C. P. B., 
Fitzgerald & Lucas, of Calgary, who have been 
personally working im the States, and whose 
eflorts have met with such gratifying success. 
The reports sent back by the various delega- 
tions from the western states have been suthci- 
ently enthusiastic to induce large numbers of 
their friends to follow them, and last year no 
less than 750 homesteads have been taken up 
in the district. between Red Deer and Edmon- 
ton, not to speak of thousands of acres of C. P. 
Kk. lands which have been sold. It will be 
seen that the old residents of that historic trad- 
ing post have reason for their belicf that at 
last the immigration milienium has dawned. 


GOODFISH LAKE.

Some of the Lac la Biche traders speak very 
unfavorably of the new road, and say the 
money is being thrown away as no one passes 
over that road and those who have travelled it 
consider they have done so once too often. 
Their cry is give us money to make the old 
trail good and not throw away any more 
simply to satisfy the whim of two or three 
individuals whose object is gain and nothing 
more.

IMMIGRATION FROM THE UNITED 


STATES. 
Kamloops, B. C., Sentinel. 


Numerous colonies of immigrants have gone 
into Alberta, and the Edmonton district, with- 
in a few months. Some of them have come 
from places in Canada, whilst large numbers 
have come in from the United States. There 
have been colonies from Vermont, from Michi- 
ran, and from Washington, which appear to 
aed been governed by the cohesive intiuences 


of organization in their choice of locations, | 


while many individual families have scattered 
here and there, selecting places of independent 
domicile. There has been a strong immigra- 
tion movement from Washington, up the Colum- 
bia by steamer to Revelstoke and thence by 
the C. P. R. to their destination in Alberta. 
Several hundred have come in by this route 
this fall, wellto doand industrious people, 
who brought with them their hoasehold goods, 
farming tools, some live stock —in fact, all 
paraphernalia of a prosperous farmer's outfit. 

It has not been intimated in any Canadian 
papers, so far ag we have abserved in relation 
to the latter immigration, that they have left 
the various states where they formerly lived 
because of their general worthlessness, and 
on this account it can be set down that these 
more
